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WAR WORK BY PIGEONS, 


|}, In 1908 it was decided“by the 
Admiralty to ahandon its, pigeon 
service owing to the advent of 
wireless telecravhy. With .th> 
advent of the late war, however,) 
so many innovations were in- 
‘troduced, firstly, in regard to air 
and seaplane patrols by small 
floating craft as the outcome of 
the submerine: menace, that the 
reintroduction of: pigeon services 
was rendered imperative: It js 
a fortunate’ circumstance that 
this form of service — re- 
quires little organisation, the 
Admiralty making up “all, de- 
ficiencies from private donors, 
which answered their purposes 
adequately. Theonly instruction 
necessary was':to users of the 
birds, who in special considera- 
tions had to handle them accord- 
ingly. The liberation from’ a 
plane‘in flight will ordinarily re- 
sult in accident-to the bird from 
collision with the tail plane. 
The messages are i 
in a smell aluminium. cup 
clipped to the. pigeon's. leg. 
Altogether no less than 717 
messages of distress have ‘been 
sent by pigeons from aircraft on 
the surface of the water, and the 
birds have covered an aggregate 
of 20,000 miles.
